BELLEVUE  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  WOMEN  NURSES 


'HE  Board  of  Managers  in  making  this  report   feel  that 


1  with  each  succeeding  year  it  is  not  only  a  chronicle  of 
accomplishment  which  they  present,  but  a  record  of  constantly 
broadening  work,  which  enlists  their  utmost  interest  and 
application. 

During  the  year  which  has  passed  final  arrangements  have  been 
made  for  the  immediate  erection  by  the  City  of  a  Home  for  this 
School  to  accommodate  at  least  three  times  the  present  number 
of  pupils,  to  be  trained  for  hospital  and  private  nursing.  This 
building,  which  will  be  owned  by  the  City,  will  nevertheless 
be  administered  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Bellevue 
Training  School,  which  has  had  the  management  of  the  School 
as  now  organized.  For  with  pride  and  gratitude  we  are  able  to 
say  that  every  one  concerned,  city  officials  and  physicians 
alike,  have  expressed  the  wish  that  we  should  continue  to  man- 
age the  School,  and  the  result  has  been  a  contract  with  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Bellevue  and  allied  hospitals  representing 
the  City,  which  places  the  financial  responsibility  of  the  School 
upon  the  City,  but  which  preserves  the  authority  of  our  Board 
of  Managers  in  all  matters  of  administration.  The  Board  will 
consist  of  thirty  managers,  with  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Hospital  Trustees,  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Charities, 
and  the  Health  Commissioner  as  members  ex-officio.  Instead 
of  being  a  self- perpetuating  Board  as  heretofore,  the  Mayor  will 
reappoint  the  present  managers,    adding  thereto  to  make  up 
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the  full  number.  Members  are  to  be  appointed  by  classes  until 
the  terms  are  equalized  on  a  six  years  basis.  Class  appointments 
are  made  and  vacancies  are  filled  from  lists  submitted  to  the 
Mayor  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  from  such  lists  only. 

We  have  as  a  Corporation  some  property,  the  interest  from 
which  we  shall  continue  to  use  for  the  benefit  of  the  School  in 
various  ways,  and  as  time  shall  suggest. 

We  cannot  make  a  School  report  without  making  also  a 
partial  report  of  the  Hospital  on  which  we  depend  for  our  oppor- 
tunities for  practical  teaching  and  which  in  turn  depends  upon 
us.  It  is  this  close  interdependence  which  makes  the  absorption 
of  the  School  by  the  Hospital,  the  School  thereby  becoming 
City  property,  the  right  and  logical  outcome  of  their  long  and 
close  relation. 

The  constant  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  received  in 
the  Hospital  has  necessitated  the  erection  of  pavilion  after 
pavilion  on  the  vacant  spaces  between  the  river  and  the  Hospital, 
and  has  made  equally  necessary  a  constant,  although  never 
adequate,  increase  in  the  number  of  our  nurses.  Our  School 
census  now  is: 

Three  Day  Assistant  Superintendents. 

One  Instructor  of  Probationers. 

One  Night  Assistant  Superintendent. 

One  Supervising  Nurse  in  Emergency  Hospital. 

One  Supervising  Nurse  in  Probationers'  Home. 

Seven  Graduate  Head  Nurses  in  Wards. 

Three  District  Nurses. 

Two  Graduate  Nurses  in  Dispensary. 

Two  Graduate  Nurses  in  the  Clinic. 

An  average  of  eighty-six  Pupil  Nurses  besides  the  Pro- 
bationers, the  number  of  which  varies  from,  approximately, 
ten  to  seventeen. 

Our  supervision  is  not  at  the  moment  completely  organized, 
for  we  have  had  to  sustain  a  most  serious  loss,  at  a  critical 
time,  in  the  resignation  of  Miss  Delano.  This  resignation, 
accepted  in  October,  came  as  the  result  of  broken  health,  due  in 
part  at  least  to  her  unsparing  devotion  to  the  work  of  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Bellevue  Training  Schools.   Not  content  with  the 
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general  superintendence,  Miss  Delano  gave  herself  so  entirely 
to  the  work  that  economies  in  hospital  administration  were 
effected;  the  work  of  School  and  Hospital  co-ordinated;  the 
bookkeeping  of  the  School  systematized;  the  housekeeping 
of  the  Home  readjusted;  the  curricula  of  both  Schools  re- 
modelled; the  Probationers'  Home  started;  and  various  other 
reforms  instituted,  making  for  the  better  and  easier  and  more 
economical  running  of  both  Hospital  and  School. 

Further  than  this  there  was  fostered  in  both  the  Mills  and 
Bellevue  Schools  a  pride  in  the  standard  which  Miss  Delano 
upheld,  and  a  loyalty  which  was  inspired  by  the  certainty  of 
justice.  No  one  person  could  possibly  sustain  for  long  such  a 
burden,  for  to  the  detailed  technical  work,  ordinarily  done  by 
a  Superintendent,  there  had  gradually  been  added  an  amount 
of  administration  which  had  grown  with  the  proved  capacity 
of  the  person.  Since  Miss  Delano's  departure  the  brunt  of  all 
this  has  fallen  upon  the  shoulders  of  our  Acting  Superintendent 
Miss  Brink,  so  long  the  able  First  Assistant  of  both  Miss  Brennan 
and  Miss  Delano.  We  feel  we  cannot  too  warmly  recognize  and 
acknowledge  the  debt  we  owe  to  her  unfailing  and  unflagging 
work,  and  the  courage  with  which  she  has  met  the  various 
exigencies  inseparable  from  such  a  position. 

The  most  important  addition  to  our  School  has  been  the 
Probationers'  House  at  No.  212  East  26th  Street,  accommodating 
seventeen  Probationers,  the  matron,  and  three  servants.  Here 
in  a  pleasant,  well-furnished,  comfortable  house,  the  young 
women  who  are  accepted  on  probation  are  given  their  first 
instruction  under  our  very  competent  Assistant  Superintendent, 
Miss  Harriet  Van  Sickle.  Their  class  work  during  this  pre- 
liminary course  consists  of  elementary  lessons  in  anatomy, 
physiology,  hygiene,  bacteriology  and  practical  demonstration 
in  hospital  work.  To  this  is  added  a  course  in  domestic  science, 
consisting  of  the  care  of  a  bedroom,  of  linen  and  silver,  certain 
light  work  in  the  kitchen,  with  instruction  in  the  details  of  re- 
frigeration and  the  ordinary  care  of  plumbing.  In  rotation  they 
assume  the  charge  of  the  dining-room,  in  order  that  they  may 
learn  the  niceties  of  the  serving  of  meals,  and  they  oversee  the 
daily  dusting  and  cleaning  of  the  house,  each  being  responsible 
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for  her  own  room.  Here  they  can  not  only  be  better  observed 
in  order  to  ascertain  their  capability  and  character,  but  also 
prepared  for  their  responsibilities,  so  that  when  they  begin  their 
full  ward  work  they  are  not  ignorant  of  those  first  details  of 
nursing  which  go  so  far  to  make  a  patient  comfortable.  The 
selections  from  these  Probationers  are  carefully  made,  about 
25  per  cent,  being  rejected.  Those  pupil  nurses  who  have  had 
this  two  months'  instruction  cannot  speak  too  strongly  of  the 
benefit  and  help  they  feel  it  to  be.  The  influence  of  the  Home 
is  of  the  best  and  helps  to  soften  the  break,  often  a  hard  and 
painful  one,  between  the  family  and  the  hospital.  It  is  hoped 
that  it  may  be  arranged  to  extend  the  time  spent  in  the  Pro- 
bationers' Home  from  two  months  to  three. 

The  work  of  visiting  in  the  homes  of  out-patients  suffering 
with  tuberculosis  has  been  developed  until  during  the  past  year 
6000  visits  have  been  paid  in  the  district  work  connected  with 
Bellevue  and  allied  hospitals. 

There  has  been  a  much  needed  and  admirable  addition  to 
the  service  in  the  hospital  in  the  appointment  of  a  graduate 
nurse,  with  an  assistant  under  her,  to  be  the  link  between  the 
convalescent  patients  and  the  various  charitable  institutions 
which  offer  shelter  and  rest  to  those,  either  children  or  adults, 
who  are  not  strong  enough  when  discharged  from  the  hospital 
to  go  directly  back  into  the  conditions  of  life  in  which  they  live 
and  labor.  There  has  always  been  heretofore  a  lack  of  co-opera- 
tion between  the  hospital  and  those  charities,  and  it  is  an  honor 
to  the  Hospital  Trustees  that  they  have  seen  this  need  and 
filled  it.  Miss  Mary  L.  Wadley  now  occupies  this  position,  and 
with  her  assistant,  Miss  Ella  Underhill,  brings  that  enthusiasm 
to  her  work  which  inspires  confidence  and  accomplishes  results. 
There  is  a  real  need  connected  with  this  work,  and  that  is  a 
fund  which  can  be  drawn  upon  for  immediate  needs.  Many  of 
the  patients  could  not  go  to  these  convalescent  homes  in  the 
country  if  some  one  did  not  pay  their  fares;  for  among  those 
whose  labor  is  of  such  nature  that  their  earnings  are  small,  the 
margin  between  absolute  poverty  and  comparative  comfort  is 
appallingly  narrow,  and  when  the  wage-earner  falls  ill  it  does  not 
take  long  for  the  little — if  any — which  has  been  saved  to  melt 
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under  the  imperative  needs  of  those  left  behind.  Good  food  to 
build  up  the  weak,  clothes  to  cover  their  frail  bodies,  small  sums 
to  meet  the  first  expenses  before  the  wages  come  in — these  are 
some  of  the  demands  which  this  fund  should  be  created  to  meet. 

To  these  who  need  help  so  sorely  it  is  now  in  some  measure 
given,  but  in  response  to  the  constant  demand  for  various  sums 
to  make  available  these  opportunities  for  recuperation,  there 
should  be  a  constantly  recruited  fund  in  the  hands  of  either  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  or  a  committee  formed  specially 
for  the  work. 

One  of  the  most  important  changes  in  years  was  made  on 
March  first  by  the  removal  of  our  Registry  from  the  Hospital 
Office  to  42nd  Street,  where  it  now  is,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Alumnae  Association.  The  details  of  the  change  were  arranged 
by  a  committee  composed  of  ten  members  from  the  Bellevue 
Registry,  an  organization  composed  also  of  our  graduates,  ten 
members  of  our  Training  School  Registry,  the  President,  Secre- 
tary, and  one  member  of  our  Board  of  Managers  (Mrs.  Osborn, 
Miss  Rogers,  Miss  Dehon).  It  was  unanimously  decided  to 
make  Miss  Mary  L.  Slayton  Manager,  and  she  has  fully  justified 
her  appointment,  administering  the  work  to  the  full  satisfaction 
of  both  doctors,  clients,  and  nurses.  The  Registry  is  called  the 
Bellevue  Alumnae  Registry,  and  is  located  at  No.  14  East  42nd 
Street,  and  has  its  office  in  connection  with  the  Alumnae  Club 
rooms.  The  latter  were  opened  in  March.  The  location  was 
selected  as  being  a  most  central  spot,  the  second  floor  of  the 
building  proving  very  available  for  the  purpose.  It  comprises 
a  large  assembly  room,  which  has  been  fitted  up  very  comfortably 
with  reading  and  writing  facilities,  a  small  room  with  gas  stove 
and  refrigerator  for  use  in  entertainments,  and  a  commodious 
room  for  the  Registry  Office  and  telephone.  The  large  room  has 
been  in  frequent  use  for  general  receptions  and  meetings,  and 
Miss  Dehon  receives  the  Alumnae  and  the  Managers  at  tea  there 
on  Tuesday  afternoons  during  the  winter.  It  is  hoped  that  any 
friends  of  the  School  will  drop  in  at  any  time,  but  especially 
on  this  afternoon. 

This  change  in  the  Registry  was  brought  about  for  two 
reasons — to  relieve  the  pressure  of  work  in  the  Hospital  Office 
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our  Superintendent  with  her  many  responsibilities  finding 
it  increasingly  difficult  with  the  growth  of  the  School  to  give 
the  personal  attention  entailed  by  the  Registry,  and  also  it  was 
felt — and  has  already  proved — that  a  closer  tie  is  brought  about 
by  this  bond  of  union  between  the  School  and  the  Alumnae,  and 
we  trust  that  many  advantages  will  be  reaped  by  both  sides. 

The  work  of  the  nurses  in  a  great  city  hospital  is  hard — 
no  one  not  connected  with  such  work  can  know  how  hard;  but 
on  the  other  hand  under  no  other  circumstances  can  the  pupil- 
nurse  have  the  varied  experience,  the  wide  training,  or  such 
lessons  in  self-control.  Called  often  to  assume  responsibility 
in  emergencies,  there  is  brought  out  amid  such  surroundings 
a  strength  of  character  and  a  firmness  of  purpose  which  is  an 
invaluable  equipment  for  private  and  institutional  work. 

The  health  of  the  School  has  been  and  is  excellent.  We 
have  no  deaths  to  record  from  among  our  number,  and  no  ser- 
ious illness.  There  have  been  three  pupils  dropped,  and  three 
dismissed  for  cause.  Four  times  during  the  year  have  our 
graduates  had  occasion  to  use  the  Lazarus  Pavilion,  and  in  do- 
ing so  to  thank  those  who  provided  this  place  for  their  com- 
fort. Two  of  our  pupil-nurses  were  cared  for  in  the  Minturn 
Hospital  where  they  always  receive  the  greatest  kindness  and 
consideration. 

We  have  to  report  that  Dr.  Janeway,  long  one  of  the  Exam- 
iners of  our  graduating  class,  has  resigned,  finding  it  impossible 
to  continue  on  account  of  the  pressure  of  private  work.  We 
wish  here  to  acknowledge  with  thanks  and  gratitude  the  inval- 
uable service  he  has  rendered  us. 

Dr.  W.  Gilman  Thompson  has  most  kindly  consented  to 
take  these  examinations. 

The  Edith  Summer  Home  has  been  opened  as  usual;  the 
rest  it  offers  has  been  gratefully  accepted  by  a  number  of  our 
nurses  as  well  as  others. 

We  thank  Dr.  Armstrong,  the  Medical  Superintendent  of 
the  Hospital  who  has  been  in  every  way  a  most  helpful  colleague. 
The  friendly  relation  between  the  School  and  Hospital  has 
never  rested  on  a  firmer  foundation  than  at  present.  Dr. 
Armstrong  has  always  been  a  sympathetic  adviser,  and  our

reliance  in  any  difficulty.  The  knowledge  that  we  have  his 
support  in  our  best  efforts  is  of  the  greatest  value. 

To  our  constant  friend  Dr.  Brannan  and  the  Hospital  Trustees 
we  also  wish  to  render  acknowledgment.  Ever  since  their 
appointment  we  have  had  the  most  encouraging  and  helpful 
assistance  from  them. 

The  work  of  the  new  building  and  the  establishment  of 
the  School  in  its  readjusted  relation  with  the  City  has  enlisted 
Mayor  McClellan's  interest,  and  that  it  has  been  carried  through 
to  a  successful  end  is  largely  due  to  him. 

With  the  new  building  for  the  School  assured,  it  is  not 
necessary  to  speak  of  the  crowded  conditions  under  which  these 
buildings  have  to  suffer.  It  is  a  state  of  things  of  which  we  may 
say  we  already  see  the  end,  and  of  which  we  must  continue  to 
make  the  best  while  they  last.  How  many  more  Annual  Meetings 
we  shall  hold  here  we  do  not  know.  Perhaps  only  one  more, 
for  the  plans  and  estimates  are  approved,  the  appropriation  is 
made,  and  the  building  about  to  be  begun.  We  shall  take  up  the 
work  under  the  new  conditions  and  appreciate  doubly  all  the 
benefits  of  modern  construction  and  appliances;  but  to  those 
older  graduates,  and  to  those  who  pass  into  the  world  from  under 
this  old  roof,  there  will  always  be  a  tender  recollection  of  the 
homeliness  of  their  surroundings,  and  the  regret  which  the 
passing  of  old  and  familiar  associations  always  brings. 

We  have  left  until  the  close  of  this  report  the  announcement 
of  certain  changes  to  take  place  in  the  organization  of  the  Training 
School  during  the  next  three  years.  We  have  been  asked  by 
the  Trustees  to  extend  our  work  and  gradually  assume  the  pro- 
viding of  nurses  for  the  allied  hospitals. 

Miss  Brink  will  become  the  Directress  of  Nurses  and  Su- 
perintendent of  the  Home  at  Bellevue,  and  there  will  be  Di- 
rectresses of  Nurses  at  the  other  hospitals  as  they  fall  under 
our  care.  In  addition  there  will  be  a  new  position  created, 
that  of  General  Superintendent  of  Training  Schools.  To  fill 
this  last  position,  unique  in  the  history  of  training  schools, 
has  been  a  very  difficult  matter,  and  one  about  which  we  have 
necessarily  moved  very  slowly  and  deliberately.  Cultivation, 
tact,  technical  and  general  ability,  allied  with  actual  experience 
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of  hospital  and  training  school  administration — all  these  were 
needed ;  and  we  felt  early  in  our  quest  that  we  must  discard  any 
question  except  that  of  the  competency  of  the  individual,  and 
we  realized  that  our  choice  must  be  unhampered  by  any  pre- 
judice or  predilection.  We  are  now  happy  to  be  able  to  announce 
that  Miss  Annie  Goodrich  has  accepted  the  position  and  will 
occupy  it  on  February  first. 

Miss  Goodrich  was  Superintendent  and  Matron  of  the  Post 
Graduate  Hospital  Training  School  for  seven  years,  moving 
into  the  new  building  on  Second  Avenue,  and  reorganizing  the 
School;  two  years  at  St.  Luke's  as  Directress  of  Nurses;  and 
four  and  a  half  years  as  head  of  the  Training  School  at  the 
New  York  Hospital,  of  which  she  is  a  graduate,  and  from 
which  she  comes  to  us.  She  is  also  President  of  the  Society  of 
the  Superintendents  of  Training  Schools  in  this  country. 

Miss  Goodrich  begins  her  duties  on  Feb.  15th  and  will  come 
to  her  work  with  a  grave  realization  of  the  responsibility  which 
she  undertakes,  a  strong  feeling  of  loyalty  to  Bellevue  Hospital, 
and  a  deep  determination  to  give  her  best  efforts  to  the  success 
of  this  unusual  and  great  undertaking.

ADDRESS  TO  THE  GRADUATING  CLASS

Hon.  George  B.  McClellan 
(Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  York) . 

"Members  of  the  Graduating  Class:  Every  public- 
spirited  New  Yorker  is  justly  proud  of  the  Bellevue  Training 
School  for  Nurses;  every  public-spirited  New  Yorker  is  justly 
grateful  to  those  who  have  made  the  school  what  it  is — to  the 
late  Mrs.  Osborne,  who  founded  it;  to  your  honorary  President, 
Mrs.  Griffin,  who  has  devoted  so  many  years  of  usefulness  to 
carrying  on  the  work  so  admirably  begun ;  to  your  present  chief 
executive,  and  to  the  managers,  who  have  so  faithfully  main- 
tained the  traditions  of  the  past.  I  trust  that  it  is  unnecessary 
for  me  to  assure  you  that  I  share  to  the  full  this  pride  and 
gratitude.  But  to  me  the  school  means  more  than  to  most, 
because  since  I  have  had  the  honor  to  be  Mayor  it  has  been  my 
peculiar  care.  I  have  felt  that,  broad  as  is  its  scope,  its  useful- 
ness might  be  even  further  extended,  that  its  relation  with  the 
City  might  be  made  even  more  intimate,  so  that  eventually  it 
might  become  the  one  great  educational  nursing  centre  —  the 
mother  home  for  the  whole  City  of  New  York. 

As  the  outcome  of  the  better  part  of  two  years  of  negotiation 
an  agreement  was  signed  last  June  by  your  President,  repre- 
senting the  school,  and  by  me,  representing  the  City,  by  which 
your  managers  are  to  continue  to  give  their  time,  their  interest, 
and  their  care  to  the  management  of  the  School,  while  the  City 
agrees  to  relieve  the  managers  from  the  financial  burden  they 
have  so  long,  so  cheerfully,  and  so  generously  borne,  and  to  assume 
the  financial  responsibility  of  the  institution.  As  the  result  of 
this  agreement  a  site  has  been  acquired,  as  you  doubtless  know, 
upon  the  East  River,  the  block  between  25th  and  26th  Streets; 
plans  have  been  approved  and  the  contract  is  about  to  be  let 
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for  a  building  for  the  Home  and  Training  School  which,  when 
complete,  will  give  you  a  plant  second  to  none  in  the  world. 
When  I  tell  you  that  the  direction  of  the  work  is  in  the  hands  of 
Dr.  Brannan  you  will  need  no  further  assurance  that  it  will  be 
prosecuted  with  the  utmost  diligence  and  energy,  and  completed 
in  the  minimum  time.  I  shall  be  greatly  disappointed  if  the 
school  is  not  installed  in  its  new  home  before  I  leave  office. 

Because  of  the  closer  relationship  now  existing  between 
the  School  and  the  City,  your  class  is  graduated  under  circum- 
stances somewhat  different  from  your  predecessors.  Your 
diplomas  make  you,  in  a  sense,  officers  of  New  York.  Some- 
thing more  goes  with  your  diplomas  than  the  mere  authorization 
to  practise  your  profession,  than  the  mere  certification  that  you 
are  fit  to  practise  it.  There  go  with  your  diplomas  the  honor 
and  the  good  name  of  our  City.  They  are  entrusted  to  you 
quite  as  much  as  they  were  to  me  when  I  took  office,  but  your 
case  and  mine  differ  in  this — that,  while  my  direct  relation  with 
New  York  terminates  the  moment  the  term  for  which  I  was 
elected  expires,  yours  only  can  terminate  with  death.  Wherever 
you  go  you  carry  with  you  the  credit  of  the  City  and  the  spiiit 
of  the  Bellevue  School.  Wherever  you  go  you  will  find  that 
the  fame  of  this  school  has  preceded  you.  You  will  find  that 
you  will  be  judged,  and  rightly  so,  by  a  standard  different  from 
others ;  that  more  is  expected  of  you  than  is  expected  of  others ; 
that  what  is  considered  noteworthy  in  others  is  taken  as  a  matter 
of  course  from  you,  and  that  what  may  be  condoned  in  graduates 
of  other  schools  is  considered  unpardonable  in  you.  You  are 
commissioned  officers  in  a  great  militant  host,  quite  as  militant — 
very  similar  in  some  respects  and  very  dissimilar  in  others — as 
that  other  great  army  which  fights  its  battles  on  the  field  of  war, 
and  goes  down  to  the  sea  in  ships.  But  while  that  other  army 
fights  for  country  and  for  flag,  and  often  for  civilization,  it  leaves 
behind  it,  as  a  necessary  part  of  its  existence,  death,  disease, 
and  suffering.  The  army  to  which  you  belong,  fighting  quite  as 
much  for  flag  and  country,  fights  always  for  civilization,  and 
leaves  behind  it  as  the  fundamental  cause  of  its  existence  a 
glorious  record  of  death  minimized,  disease  cured,  and  suffering 
relieved.    Wherever  the  fortunes  of  war  may  lead  you,  whether 
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to  the  great  hospitals  of  the  teeming  cities,  to  the  homes  of  the 
rich  or  of  the  poor,  or  to  the  uttermost  confines  of  the  earth 
where  some  white  men  believe  the  white  man's  burden  lies  ready 
to  be  taken  up  and  borne,  there  you  will  find  your  battle-ground. 
Every  human  being  you  save  from  death,  every  case  of  disease 
you  cure  or  of  suffering  you  relieve,  is  a  victory  won  in  the  cause 
of  civilization  and  in  the  uplifting  of  mankind. 

To-night,  at  the  outset  of  life's  journey,  I  wish  you  health 
and  happiness,  and,  if  you  desire  it,  long  life.  But  whether  your 
journey  be  long  or  short,  whether  it  lead  you  over  paths  rough 
or  smooth,  life's  pleasant  places  or  no,  I  wish  you  more  than 
these,  and  more  than  health  or  happiness  or  long  life — that  when 
your  journey  is  finished,  and  life's  race  is  run,  you  may  feel  with 
a  clear  conscience  that  whatever  you  may  have  succeeded  in 
accomplishing,  whether  great  or  small,  much  or  little,  has  been 
done  with  a  rightjgood^will  for  righteousness,  and  that  in  your

CONTRACT  WITH  THE  CITY  OF  NEW  YORK. 


Whereas  the  Bellevue  Training  School  for  Nurses  has  for 
many  years  rendered  to  the  City  of  New  York  useful  charitable 
services  in  training  and  furnishing  female  nurses  for  the  sick  in 
Bellevue  Hospital,  under  certain  contracts,  understandings  and 
agreements  with  the  City  of  New  York  through  its  officers  or 
agents  charged  with  the  duty  of  managing  that  Hospital;  and 

Whereas  the  premises  on  25th  and  26th  Streets  near  Bellevue 
Hospital  owned  by  the  said  School  and  long  occupied  by  it  as  a 
nurses'  home,  and  for  other  purposes  connected  with  its  said 
charitable  work,  have  become  too  small  and  inadequate  to 
supply  the  continually  increasing  needs  of  Bellevue  Hospital 
and  other  hospitals  in  the  City  of  New  York  for  additional 
female  nurses,  so  that  the  said  school  is  unable  to  supply  a 
sufficient  number  of  properly  trained  and  experienced  nurses 
owing  to  lack  of  suitable  accommodations  for  housing  and 
instructing  such  nurses;  and 

Whereas  it  has  been  enacted  in  Chapter  153  of  the  Laws  of 
1906  of  the  State  of  New  York,  in  substance,  that  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals  shall  have  power, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  as  to  terms  and  conditions, 
to  enter  into  a  contract,  or  contracts,  with  the  Bellevue  Training 
School  for  Nurses  for  the  occupation  and  use  of  any  building  or 
buildings  as  a  training  school  for  nurses,  for  the  purpose  of 
continuing,  improving  and  increasing  its  service  in  supplying 
to  Bellevue  and  other  hospitals  trained  nurses  for  the  sick  in  said 
hospitals;  and 

Whereas  the  City  of  New  York  has  recently  acquired  a  tract 
of  land  on  25th  and  26th  Streets,  abutting  on  East  River,  and 
nearothe  premises  referred  to  above  owned  by  the  Bellevue  Train- 
ing School  for  Nurses,  on  which  lands  it  is  proposed  to  erect 
a  building  or  buildings  for  use  in  connection  with  and  as  a  part 
of  Bellevue  Hospital,  which  building  or  buildings  it  is  proposed

shall  be  used  by  the  Bellevue  Training  School  for  Nurses  for  the 
purpose  of  continuing,  improving  and  increasing  its  said 
services  and  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  its  work  on  a  larger 
scale  and  in  a  more  effective  manner,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals,  pursuant 
to  this  contract  and  to  all  the  statutes  applicable  thereto,  or 
applicable  to  the  parties  thereto ; 

Now,  therefore,  this  contract  between  the  City  of  New  York, 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals, 
hereinafter  called  the  Board,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Bellevue 
Training  School  for  Nurses,  hereinafter  called  the  School,  of  the 
second  part,  and  approved  as  to  terms  and  conditions  by  the 
Mayor, 

Witnesseth,  that  the  City  of  New  York  has  granted,  demised 
and  let,  and  doth  by  these  presents  grant,  demise  and  let  unto 
the  School,  the  building  or  buildings  and  appurtenances  that 
shall  hereunto  belong,  about  to  be  constructed,  or  being  con- 
structed on  the  tract  of  land  belonging  to  the  City  of  New  York 
on  25th  and  26th  Streets  between  the  East  River  and  the 
premises  belonging  to  the  School,  for  the  use,  and  occupation  when 
constructed  and  completed,  by  the  School  as  a  training 
school  for  nurses  for  the  purpose  of  continuing,  improving 
and  increasing  the  service  of  the  school  in  supplying  to  Belle- 
vue and  other  hospitals  trained  nurses  for  the  sick  in  said 
hospitals. 

To  have  and  to  hold  the  same  so  long  as  the  school  shall 
continue  to  carry  out  the  objects  and  purposes  defined  in  its 
charter,  or  such  other  objects  and  purposes  as  by  any  future 
amendment  of  said  charter  may  be  authorized,  and  shall  faith- 
fully keep,  perform  and  observe  the  covenants  and  conditions 
herein  contained  on  its  part  to  be  kept,  performed  and  observed, 
or  until  this  agreement  shall  be  canceled  or  amended  as  herein- 
after provided,  or  until  the  said  building  shall  be  surrendered 
by  the  school  as  hereafter  provided. 

This  contract,  however,  shall  not  go  into  effect  or  be  of  any 
force  or  validity  until  the  said  building  or  buildings  shall  have 
been  completed  and  the  school  notified  thereof  in  writing  by  a 
duly  authorized  reprebentative  of  the  City. 
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It  is  further  stipulated,  promised  and  agreed  by  the  parties 
hereto,  as  follows: 

The  Board  shall  have  general  oversight  and  supervision  of 
the  said  building  or  buildings  and  of  the  work  carried  on  therein 
by  the  School.  The  Board  and  its  duly  authorized  agents  or 
representatives  shall  at  all  times  have  free  access  to  every  part 
of  said  building  or  buildings  for  the  purposes  of  general  visitation 
and  supervision,  and  of  the  performance  of  any  duties  devolved 
upon  it  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  or  the  ordinances 
or  regulations  of  the  City  of  New  York  or  of  any  of  its  boards, 
departments  or  officers. 

The  Board  shall,  during  the  continuance  of  this  contract,  and 
subject  to  such  modifications  thereof  as  may  be  mutually 
agreed  upon,  and  subject  to  sufficient  appropriations  by  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  pay  to  the  School  the 
salaries  for  the  superintendence  of  the  nurses  and  the  compensa- 
tion of  each  nurse  actually  provided  and  approved  by  the  Board, 
together  with  maintenance.  That  amount  of  said  salaries  and 
compensation  shall  be  determined  in  advance  by  mutual  agree- 
ment between  the  Board  and  the  School. 

The  School  shall  take  possession  of,  accept,  use,  and  occupy 
the  said  building  or  buildings  and  appurtenances  when  com- 
pleted as  a  training  school  for  nurses  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
tinuing, improving  and  increasing  its  service  in  supplying  to 
Bellevue  and  other  hospitals  trained  nurses  for  the  sick  in  said 
hospitals. 

It  shall  manage  the  nursing  department  of  Bellevue  Hospital 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  and  in  accordance  with  such 
general  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Board  shall  promulgate. 
It  shall  provide  for  the  supervision  of  the  nursing  service  of  the 
hospital  and  shall  provide  female  nurses  as  required  by  the 
Board,  not,  however,  in  excess  of  such  number  as  can  reasonably 
accommodated  in  the  said  building  or  buildings. 

The  School  shall  continue,  substantially  as  heretofore,  to 
devote  its  income  to  the  purposes  of  the  School,  but  it  shall 
not  be  bound  to  use  any  part  thereof  for  the  payment  of  salaries ; 
but  may  use  all  or  any  part  thereof  for  the  miscellaneous  uses 
of  the  School,  in  accordance  with  its  charter. 
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The  School  shall  render  to  the  Board  annual  reports  of 
its  operations,  with  statements  of  receipts  and  expenses,  and 
shall  submit  to  examination  its  books  and  accounts  whenever 
required  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  New 
York. 

The  School  shall  amend  its  by-laws  so  as  to  provide  for  its 
management  by  the  Board  of  Managers  to  hold  office  and  be  ap- 
pointed as  herein  set  forth,  which  amendments,  when  made,  shall 
remain  in  force  and  shall  not  be  altered,  modified  or  repealed 
during  the  continuance  of  this  contract  except  with  the  consent 
of  the  Board. 

The  said  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  known  as  "Board  of 
Managers  of  Bellevue  Training  School  for  Nurses."  It  shall 
consist  of  thirty-three  members.  At  all  times  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals,  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Charities  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  shall  be  three  of  said  members  by  virtue  of  their  respective 
offices. 

Within  ninety  days  after  the  execution  of  the  contract  the 
Mayor  shall  appoint  five  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year,  five  members  to  serve  for  a  term 
of  two  years,  five  members  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years, 
five  members  to  serve  for  a  term  of  four  years,  five  members  to 
serve  for  a  term  of  five  years,  and  five  members  to  serve  for  a  term 
of  six  years,  from  February  i,  1907.  Thereafter  in  each  year,  in 
the  month  of  January  and  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day 
thereof,  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  any  class  of  man- 
agers, the  Mayor  shall  appoint  five  members  for  the  full  term  of 
six  years.  Of  the  members  whose  terms  shall  date  from  the 
first  day  of  February,  1907,  not  less  than  twenty  shall  be 
appointed  from  the  present  Board  of  Managers  of  the  School. 

Notice  in  writing  of  the  dates  on  which  appointments,  excepting 
the  first,  to  said  Board  of  Managers,  are  to  be  made  shall  be  given 
by  the  Mayor  to  each  of  the  members  except  those  whose  terms 
are  about  to  expire,  at  least  ten  days  prior  thereto,  and,  for  the 
purpose  of  making  the  appointments  aforesaid,  except  the  first, 
the  members  of  said  Board  of  Managers,  except  those  whose 
terms  are  about  to  expire,  shall  present  to  the  Mayor  a  list  of 


not  less  than  fifteen  persons  to  be  appointed  members  of  said 
Board  of  Managers  to  fill  a  vacancy  or  otherwise.  Appointment 
to  said  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  made  from  such  list  or  lists. 

The  Mayor  shall  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  said  Board  of 
Managers  caused  by  the  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  of  a 
Manager,  by  the  appointment  of  a  Manager  to  hold  office  for 
the  unexpired  term.  Such  appointments  shall  be  made  from  a 
list  of  not  less  than  three  persons,  furnished  on  notice  from  the 
Mayor  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Either  party  to  this  contract  may  withdraw  therefrom,  and 
may  cause  this  contract  to  be  cancelled  by  giving  to  the  other 
party  twelve  months'  notice  in  writing  of  its  determination  to 
that  effect,  and  at  the  expiration  of  twelve  months  from  the 
receipt  of  such  notice,  this  contract  shall  cease  and  determine ; 
and  thereupon  the  School  shall  and  will  quietly  and  peaceably 
yield  up  and  surrender  unto  the  Board,  or  its  successor  or  suc- 
cessors, all  and  singular  the  premises  herein  referred  to,  and 
remove  all  its  property  therefrom. 

This  contract  shall  be  wholly  cancelled  and  annulled,  or  from 
time  to  time  altered  or  modified,  as  may  be  agreed  in  writing 
between  the  parties  or  their  successors,  anything  herein  con- 
tained to  the  contrary  in  anywise  notwithstanding.

REGULATIONS  FOR  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES. 


'HE  Committee  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses  has  made 


1  arrangements  with  the  authorities  of  Bellevue  Hospital  for 
giving  three  years'  training  to  women  desirous  of  becoming  pro- 
fessional nurses. 

Those  wishing  to  obtain  this  course  of  instruction  must  them- 
selves apply  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Training  School,  426 
East  26th  Street,  New  York,  either  in  person  or  by  letter,  upon 
whose  approval  they  will  be  received  into  the  School  for  two 
months  on  probation.  The  preferable  age  for  candidates  is  from 
twenty-one  to  thirty-two  years.  The  applicant  should  send, 
with  answers  to  the  paper  of  questions,  a  letter  from  a  clergyman 
testifying  to  her  good  moral  character,  and  from  a  physician  stat- 
ing that  she  is  in  sound  health.  Applicants  are  received  at  any 
time  during  the  year  when  there  is  a  vacancy.  A  good  educa- 
tion is  indispensable  for  a  member  of  the  School,  but  applicants 
are  reminded  that  women  of  superior  education  and  cultivation , 
when  equally  qualified  as  nurses,  will  be  preferred  to  those  who 
do  not  possess  these  advantages. 

The  Superintendent  has  full  power  to  decide  as  to  the  fitness 
of  applicants  for  the  work,  and  the  propriety  of  retaining  or 
dismissing  them.  She  can  also,  with  the  approval  of  the  Com- 
mittee, discharge  them  at  any  time  in  case  of  misconduct  or 
inefficiency.  During  the  months  of  probation,  the  pupils  are 
boarded  and  lodged  at  the  expense  of  the  School,  but  receive  no 
other  compensation.  After  the  trial  months,  those  who  prove 
satisfactory  will  be  accepted  as  pupil  nurses,  after  signing  the 
following  "Agreement": 

"I,  the  undersigned,  hereby  agree  to  remain  at  the  Training 
School  for  Nurses  three  years  as  a  pupil  of  the  School,  and  to 
conform  to  the  rules  of  the  School  and  the  Hospital. 

"I  understand  that  the  authorities  of  the  Training  School 
have  the  right  to  dismiss  me  at  any  time  and  for  any  cause  which 
they  may  deem  sufficient,  and  if  I  leave  the  School  before  gradua- 
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tion,  whether  of  my  own  free  will  or  by  dismissal,  I  hereby  agree 
to  give  to  the  authorities  of  the  Training  School  every  portion 
of  the  uniform  worn  by  me  as  a  nurse." 

The  pupils  will  reside  in  the  Home,  and  serve  as  Assistants 
in  the  wards  of  Bellevue  Hospital;  afterwards  they  will  be  ex- 
pected to  take  charge  of  the  wards,  or  to  perform  any  duty 
assigned  them  by  the  Superintendent. 

Pupil  nurses  will  be  allowed  $8.00  per  month  during  the 
entire  course.  This  sum  is  intended  for  uniforms,  text-books, 
and  other  expenses  of  the  nurse  in  connection  with  her  work, 
and  is  in  no  wise  intended  as  wages,  it  being  considered  that  the 
education  given  is  a  full  equivalent  for  her  services.  They  are 
required,  after  the  months  of  probation,  when  on  duty,  to  wear 
the  dress  prescribed  by  the  Institution,  which  is  of  blue  and 
white  seersucker,  simply  made,  white  apron  and  cap,  linen  collar 
and  cuffs. 

The  day  nurses  are  on  duty  from  7.15  a.m.  to  7.15  p.m., 
with  an  hour  for  meals  and  additional  time  for  exercise  and  rest. 
They  are  also  given  an  afternoon  during  the  week,  and  half  of 
Sunday.    A  vacation  is  allowed. 

As  the  Institution  is  unsectarian,  there  are  no  religious  ser- 
vices connected  with  it.  but  all  nurses  are  expected  to  attend  the 
place  of  worship  they  prefer  once  on  Sunday. 

The  instruction  will  be  given  by  visiting  and  resident  phy- 
sicians and  surgeons,  by  the  Superintendent,  Assistant  Su- 
perintendents, and  head  nurses.  Lectures,  recitations,  and 
demonstrations  will  take  place  from  time  to  time,  and  examina- 
tions at  stated  periods. 

When  the  full  term  of  three  years  is  ended,  the  nurses  thus 
trained  can  choose  their  own  field  of  labor,  whether  in  hospitals, 
in  private  families,  or  in  district  nursing  among  the  poor.  On 
leaving  the  School  they  will,  after  passing  the  final  examination, 
each  receive  a  diploma  signed  by  the  Examining  Board,  and  by 
a  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the  Superintendent 
of  the  School,  and  also  a  school  pin,  presented  by  the  Managers 
as  a  mark  of  their  esteem  and  regard. 

When  the  School  graduated  its  first  class  of  nurses,  it  was 
considered  desirable  to  give  them  appropriate  badges  as  well  as- 
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diplomas,  and  the  design  of  the  stork  was  selected,  because  of 
the  legend  which  tells  of  their  unfailing  watchfulness,  one  always 
remaining  awake  to  warn  the  others  in  the  event  of  danger. 
To  this  was  added  the  motto  "Vigilance,"  and  the  whole  was 
also  adopted  as  the  seal  of  the  Bellevue  Training  School.

AMENDMENTS  TO  BY-LAWS 


The  By-Law  on  "Membership"  is  amended  as  follows — 

"The  Society  shall  consist  of  Honorary  and  Active  Members." 

"Honorary  Members  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Managers 
for  valuable  aid  or  important  service  rendered  to  the  School." 

"Active  Members  shall  be  those  who  make  an  annual  subscrip- 
tion, or  who  serve  on  the  Board  of  Managers." 

"Honorary  Members  may  also  be  Active  Members." 

The  By-Law  "Board  of  Managers"  is  amended  as  follows — 

"The  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
according  to  the  Contract"  (see  page  18). 

"No  Member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  receive  any  com- 
pensation for  services  rendered." 

"  Five  Members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting.  The 
absence  of  any  member  of  the  Board  from  meetings  of  the  Board, 
or  of  Committees  of  which  he  or  she  may  be  a  member,  for  a  con- 
secutive period  of  three  months,  without  a  sufficient  reason  given  to 
the  Secretary,  may  be  considered  by  the  President  as  equivalent  to 
a  resignation." 

"Any  appointee  of  the  Mayor's  to  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  by 
virtue  of  such  appointment  become  a  member  of  the  Society." 

"Reports — The  Board  of  Managers  shall  make  a  monthly  and 
annual  report  to  the  New  York  City  Visiting  Committee  of  the  State 
Charities  Aid  Association  an*l  shall  publish  annually  a  report  of  the 
School." 

The  By-Law  "Nominating  Committee"  shall  be  amended  by 
the  addition  of  "of  the  Board  of  Managers"  after  the  final  word  as  it 
now  stands. 


BY-LAWS/ 


MEMBERSHIP. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  Honorary  Members,  Benefactors, 
Patrons,  Members,  and  Associate  Members. 

Honorary  Members  shall  be  chosen  only  for  important  service 
and  valuable  aid  rendered  to  the  School.  They  shall  be  nom- 
inated by  the  Board  of  Managers  and  elected  by  the  Society  at 
its  annual  meeting. 

Benefactors. — Any  person  who  shall  give  one  thousand  dollars 
at  one  time  to  this  Society  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges 
of  Membership,  without  the  payment  of  annual  dues.  A  Bene- 
factor shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  two  pupils,  who,  upon 
conforming  to  the  rules  of  admission,  shall  have  preference  over 
all  other  applicants  to  the  first  two  vacancies,  and  be  received 
and  trained  in  the  School. 

Patrons. — Any  person  who  shall  give  five  hundred  dollars  at 
one  time  to  this  Society  shall  be  entitled  to  all  privileges  of  Mem- 
bership, without  the  payment  of  annual  dues.  A  Patron  shall 
have  the  right  to  nominate  one  pupil,  who,  upon  conforming  to 
the  rules  of  admission,  shall  have  the  preference  to  the  first 
vacancy,  and  be  received  and  trained  in  the  School. 

Members  and  Associate  Members  may  at  any  time  commute 
all  annual  dues  for  life  by  the  payment  of  One  Hundred  Dollars 
and  Fifty  Dollars,  respectively. 

BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 

There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Managers  consisting  of  Five  Mem- 
bers of  the  Board  who  shall  be  Members  of  the  New  York  County 

*  Although  these  By-Laws  were  not  amended,  nor  the  subjoined 
Contract  signed,  until  after  the  first  of  January,  1907,  they  are  included 
in  this  report  as  being  necessary  to  the  understanding  of  the  work  of  the 
year,  and  because  everything  leading  up  to  them  was  done  during  the 
year  1906. 
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Visiting  Committee  for  Bellevue  and  other  Public  Institutions,  a 
branch  of  the  State  Charities  Aid  Association.  The  Board  may 
make  its  own  By-Laws  and  fill  vacancies  in  its  own  body,  and 
may,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  remove  any  Member  for  cause.  Any 
Member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  may  present  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Board  the  name  of  a  candidate  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the 
Board.  Such  name  must  be  presented  two  weeks  before  it  is 
voted  upon.  The  election  may  take  place  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Board.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  control  the  management 
of  the  School,  shall  have  power  to  select  and  appoint  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  School,  and  shall  fix  the  salaries  of  all  its  nurses 
and  subordinates.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  full  power 
to  remove  the  Superintendent  and  all  other  employees  of  the 
School. 

Reports. — The  Board  of  Managers  shall  make  a  monthly  and 
annual  report  to  the  New  York  County  Visiting  Committee  of 
Bellevue  and  other  Public  Institutions,  and  shall  publish  annu- 
ally a  report  of  the  School. 

No  Member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  receive  a  salary 
or  any  compensation  for  services  rendered.  Five  Members  of  the 
Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting.  The  absence 
of  any  Member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  from  meetings  of  the 
Board,  or  of  Committees  of  which  he  or  she  may  be  a  Member, 
for  a  consecutive  period  of  three  months  without  sufficient 
reason  given  to  the  Secretary,  may  be  considered  by  the  Presi- 
dent as  equivalent  to  a  resignation. 

OFFICERS. 

The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-Presi- 
dent, a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  an- 
nually by  a  two-thirds  vote  by  ballot  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
from  among  its  Members  with  the  exception  of  the  Treasurer, 
who  need  not  be  a  Member  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  In  case 
of  the  death  or  resignation  of  an  Officer,  a  successor  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year  may  be  elected  by  a  two-thirds  vote  by 
ballot  of  the  Board  of  Managers  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting 
of  the  Board,  two  weeks'  notice  in  writing  having  been  given  by 
the  President  or  Secretary. 
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NOMINATING  COMMITTEE. 

There  shall  be  a  Nominating  Committee  consisting  of  three 
Members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  named  by  the  President,  who 
shall  prepare  and  submit  a  ticket  annually  to  the  Board.  This 
ticket  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  each  Member  two  weeks 
before  the  Annual  Meeting. 

PRESIDENT. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  shall  call  Special  Meetings  at  discretion,  or  upon 
the  written  request  of  three  Members  of  the  Board.  The  Presi- 
dent shall  appoint  all  special  and  sub-committees. 

VICE-PRESIDENT. 

The  Vice-President  shall  in  the  absence  of  the  President  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  President. 

SECRETARY. 

The  Secretary  shall  perform  the  duties  usually  appertaining 
to  this  office. 

TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  present  a  written  Annual  Report  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers;  shall  receive  and 
acknowledge  all  subscriptions  and  donations;  keep  the  books  of 
the  Society;  audit  the  monthly  accounts,  and  make  a  written 
report  monthly  to  the  Board  of  Managers. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  the  President  shall  appoint 
some  other  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  audit  the 
monthly  accounts. 

ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 

There  shall  be  an  Advisory  Committee  on  Finance  composed 
of  two  members,  who  need  not  be  members  of  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

The  Advisory  Committee  shall  receive,  invest,  and  have 
charge  of  the  invested  funds  of  the  Society. 
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ANNUAL  MEETING. 

There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  for  the  election  of  Officers. 

BY-LAWS. 

The  By-Laws  of  the  Sub- Committees  must  be  in  accordance 
with  and  subordinate  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 
The  By-Laws  of  the  Board  of  Managers  must  be  in  accordance 
with  and  subordinate  to  the  Article  of  Incorporation. 

AMENDMENT  OF  BY-LAWS. 

These  By-Laws  can  be  amended  by  a  majority  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting,  the  text  of  the 
proposed  amendment  having  been  sent  to  each  member  of  the 
Board  a  fortnight  previously  by  the  Secretary.
